them to act abnormally. They may be 
painfully exalted in sensibility,or the organs 
of sense may be so blunted as to become 
pertially or wholly incapable of pertorming 
their usual functions. They may even give 
rise to sensations that are absolutely false. 
The eye may “see” bright lights, beautiful 
scenes,forms of familiar friends or monsters 
of hideous shape— see them as clearly as we 
see any thing—and yet the apparent objects 
be wholly unreal. 

Disorders of hearing are the most com- 
mon of all. Ringing, tinkling, rumbling, 
roaring or beating—as of an audible pulse— 
are heard in various disturbed states of the 
system. This is a frequént result of the 
misuse or overuse of drugs, as by the large 
doses of quinine taken in malaria. False 
voices may be heard, so distinct that the 
person does not at once suspect their ob- 
jective unreality. These hallucinations may 
connect with an unsound state of the brain, 
but they may be wholly independent of it. 

The celebrated Dr. Macnish, when suffer- 
ing from fever, bad hallucinations of sight 
and hearing combinéd. He says: “I was 
broad awake; my eyes were closed, and yet 
Isaw with perfect distinctness the whole 
scene going on in the theater—Ducrow, per- 
forming bis wonders of horsemanship, and 
the assembled multitude, among whom I rec- 
ognized several intimate friends When I 
opened my eyes the whole scene vanished; 
when I closed them it instantly returned. 
But, though I could thus dissipate the spec- 
tacle, I found it impossible to get rid of the 
accompanying music. This was the grand 
march in the opera of Aladdin, which was 
performed by the orchestra with more su- 
perb and imposing effect and with greater 
loudness than I had ever heard it before.”

The Race Problem. 


The principal speech at the re- 
cent annual dinner of the Southern 
society In New York was made by 
Governor Fitzhugh Lee, of Vir- 
ginia. It related, of course, to the 
so-called race problem, and was, in 
some respects, decidedly refresh- 
ing. Gevernor Lee evidently does 
not believe in subterfuges. He 
proclaims in plain terms the idea 
that this isa white pan’s govern- 
ment, and that the color line should 
be drawn in such a way as te prac- 
tically exclude the negro popula- 
tion from its privileges and advan- 
tages. “lI ask and urge the great 
North to decide this question,” he 
says, but he does not propose to 
have it decided in accordance with 
northern opinion and f@ling. 
“The whole thing depends,” he as- 
“<sures us, “upon the Seuth being 
recognized as a white-governed 
section, and that there shall be no 
African sovereignty.” In other 
words, says the St. Louis Globe 
Democrat, he insists that the pres- 
ent Southern policy of suppress- 
ing the colored vote shal! be in- 
dorsed and perpetuated. Thi 
South is now a white-governed 
section in the complete sense of 
the term. In not a single State ar 
Congressional district do the col- 
ored citizens hold sway. They do 
not make the laws nor choose the 
officers,in any locality. The white 
race is supreme everywhere, and 
there is no such thing as “African 
sovereignty, even in places where 
the blacks outnumber the whites 
five to one, 

According to Governor Lee’s 
views, the race problem can be 
solved only by a national accept- 
ance of the policy; and the North 
is asked to abandon the theory that 
all classes of citizens are equally 
entitled to the rights granted by 
the Federal constitution. He in- 
sists, in effect, that the results ac- 
complished in the South by years 
of fraud and violence, shall be 
adopted as a basis of national 
peace and safety. Because the 
guarantees of the constitution 
have been systematicly repudiated, 
so far as the colored voters are 
concerned, he maintains that it is 
the duty of the North te give its 
approval to the infamy, and cease 
talking about the matter of fair 
and honest elections. “We do not 
care to take the tomahawk from 
the red man and give it to the ne- 
gro,” he picturesquely exclaims, 
But the negro does not ask for the 
tomahawk, or any other warlike 


weapon, he only wishes the oppor- |. 


tunity to cast the vote which so 

justly belongs to him, and to have 

it counted as he casts it.
